Brother, Sister 
Held in Utah 
For Car Theft 


Word has been received here 
that a brother and sister, ages 
18 and 16, have been arrested 
in Utah in a car reported stolen 
here. 

Authorities are studying 
whether to return the pair to 
San Mateo County for prose- 
cution, or whether they should 
be prosecuted under federal 

vlaw which makes it a federal 
offense to drive a stolen car 
across a State line. 

The car, a 1955 station wag- 
on, was reported stolen Jan. 
23 by Fred C. Kooker, 321 Lin- 
field Drive. It was reported 
recovered Jan. 24 at St. George, 
Utah, according to police here.

Kitchen Raises 
Eyebrows 


A difference of opinion on 
how large kitchen facilities 
should be for Menlo Park’s fu- 
ture community activities 
building developed at Tuesday 
night’s city council session. 

Mayor William Lawson ques- 
tioned the extent of the set-up 
after City Manager John John- 
son recommended that the 
council call for bids on its in- 
stallation. 

Estimated cost of equipment 
and installation is $10,000, ac- 
cording to Kingsford Jones, ci- 
ty architect. He told council- 
men that it would be basically 
a catering type kitchen to ac- 
commodate about 350 persons. 
There would be four units for 


heating and warming food, | 


which would be prepared else- 
where, Jones explained. 

Jones’ plans also call for a 
40 cubic foot refrigerator. 

“What are we setting up 

here?” Mayor Lawson ques- 

a tioned. “We don’t want a res- 
taurant operation.” 

The mayor said he thought 
the building was to be primari- 
ly for recreation, not meal af- 
fairs. He asked what relation 
luncheon groups have with a 
recreation building. 

“But it’s a community activ- 
ities building,” Councilman 
James Calloway interjected. 
“It’s not just for kids in a sand- 
box.” He also explained the 
kitchen is three times what 
would be needed for a family 
of three to four persons. 

Councilman Michael Belan- 
gie said he didn’t think the 
plan was too extensive if pro- 


| «perly utilized. 


Johnson guessed that the kit- 
chen would be used regularly 
each week considering the 
number of inquiries his office 
‘thas received. 

“A full kitchen for such a 
building would cost about $60,- 
000,” Jones said in answer to 
Mayor Lawson’s hesitancy. 

In other business Tuesday, 
the council: 

—Heard plans for conduct- 
ing another census in Menlo 
Park within the next three to 
four months. City Manager 
Johnson said that $10,000 to 
$15,000 in revenue probably

George Potter last week, at a 
civil rights conference held in 
San Francisco. 

And, he added, top city ad- 
‘ministrators and police officers 
have maintained close contact 
with residents’ groups in areas 
where members of racial mi- 
norities make their homes. 

Chief Potter made his re- 
marks at a meeting called 
by the Rt. Rev. James A. 
Pike, Episcopal Bishop of 
California, area chairman 
for a United States Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights. 

To make sure that local po- 
lice are as free of prejudice 
against racial and religious mi- 
nority groups as possible, Chief 
Potter pointed out, the city 
screens applicants for jobs in 
accordance with state require- 
ments, and then the city per- 
sonnel board gives an oral ex- 
amination to make sure appli- 
cants are free of bias. 

When, several months ago, 
it became apparent that some 
areas of the city would become 
occupied by large numbers of 


Chief Potter said, special in- 
struction was given to all offi- 
cers on some of the aspects of 


| dealing with members of racial 


‘minorities. 
GET INSTRUCTION 

For instance, he reported, 
the department secured the 
services of a probation officer 
from Alameda County — him- 
self a member of a racial mi- 
nority — who gave local offi- 
cers instruction on special pro- 
blems. 

This included vocabulary; 
certain words are normally 
considered disrespectful by 
members of racial and religi- 
ous minority groups and the 
‘instructor also pointed out 
that some words in common 
use here mean different things 
to persons from other parts of 
the United States. 

The local police department 
also encourages members of ra- 
cial minority groups to take the 
examination when vacancies 
occur on the police force, the 
chief continued. 

At present, the force in- 
cludes one Negro patrolman 
kho is a regular officer; two 
negroes who #r> recrve of- 
ficers and a. Negro school 
crossing guard. 

Police Chief Potter and In- 
spector William Kieler also 
have joined the residents’ asso- 
ciation in the Belle Haven ar- 
ea, where a large number of 
Negroes have moved in the 
past several years. 

Attending the meetings, the 
officers learned from residents 
what problems cropped up and 
were able more effectively to 
deal with them. 

The police also encouraged 
residents to maintain contact 
with the heads of other de- 
partments, including the rec- 
reation department and the ci- 
ay manager’s office, for better 
liaison. 

A total of 100 representa- 
tives of Bay Area civil rights 
organizations attended the ses- 
sion, Chief Potter said. 

Other speakers at the con- 
ference included San Francisco 
Police Chief William Cahill, 
San Francisco Mayor George 
Christopher, and State Attor- 
ney General Stanley Mosk.

They knew what they wanted 
but the Atherton Town Council 
didn’t know exactly how to say 
it so they turned it all over 
to town attorney Willard S. 
Johnston at its regular month- 
ly meting Monday night. 

To say what? That the coun- 
cilmen would like to go along 
with the idea of the $35 million 
first phase of the new San Ma- 
teo County highway master 
plan, but they had three things 
they’d like to see changed 
first. 

The three were: A four-lane 
right-of-way for the Alameda 
de las Pulgas through Ather- 
ton, instead of the called-for 


‘six lanes; inclusion of 200 feet 


of four-laning of Middlefield. 
The latter already is included 
in the master plan — the coun- 
cil wanted to make sure their 
feelings were known. 

It is hoped by the master 
plan backers that the issue will 
‘be put before the voters this 
April. The $35 million first 
stage will take care of con- 
struction untoil 1970. About $6 
million of that is slated to be 
spent in the south county area. 
The costs would be distributed 
according to assessed valua- 
tion in the area, prompting 
Mayor Henry Kuechler to com- 
hent that “We’re going to get 
clobbered.” 

The Atherton proposals, if 
accepted, would cut the Alame- 
da right-of-way from 120 to 90 
feet, requiring property acquis- 
ition of only 15 feet on each 
side to widen from its present 
60 feet. The proposed divider

Cost Is S 


Maps and figures on a new 
parking plan for-Menlo Park’s 
central business district were 
unveiled Tuesday night before 
the city council. Total estimat- 


ronstruction is $630,000. 

The new plan, if approved, 
would bring private and public 
parking facilities to a total of 
1256 spaces. The area involved 
is bounded by El Camino Real 
and University, Oak Grove and 
Menlo avenues. 

City Engineer Edwin H. 
Smith, author of the plan, told 
the council that a proposed 
assessment district to finance 


based on two criteria. The as- 
sessment would be spread half 
on the value of square footage 
and half on the value of front 
footage. 


The Portola Valley School 
District will hold a _ special 
bond election next Tuesday in 
a bid for four additional class- 
rooms at its new Ormondale 
School. The bond proposal is 
for $140,000. 

The one polling place in the 
Portola Valley School multi- 
use room will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. 

The construction of the 
four classrooms is necessary 
to maintain the district’s 
present class size of 25-28 pu- 
pils per room. One of the 
classrooms will be built to 
serve as a school library at 
a later date. 


“The vote of every citizen 
interested in education is need- 
ed on Feb. 5,” stressed Dr. Ar- 
thur E. Banta, school superin- 
tendent. “To maintain the fine 
educational program which has 
characterized Portola Valley 
schools, class size must not be- 
ome excessive. The bond 
money is needed to keep class 
size at the level which has been 
wvaditional for Portola Valley.” 

Approval of the bonds will 


Corte Madera schools can be- 
come neighborhood schools ser- 
ving children in kindergarten 
through fifth grades. Thus, 
such grade children living 
near these schools will not be 
dependent on bus transporta- 
tion. 

How much will the bond is- 
sue raise taxes? 


A citizens’ committee which 
recommended the proposal ex- 
plains the picture: 


On the first year of repay- 
ment (1963-64), the tax rate 
will increase about 10 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
The next year, the rate would 
drop to about eight cents, and 
by 1967-68, should be down to 
‘six cents. On a $40,000 home, 
which would be assessed at 
$10,000, the taxes would be 
less than $10 the first year. 


Why are the four classrooms 
needed by next September? 

“Student population has 
‘been growing and studies indi- 
eate that it will continue to 
grow at the rate of 60 to 90 pu- 
pils per year,” the school board 
explains. “With new pupils, 
new classrooms are needed.” 

The board points out that its 
program for class size is con- 
sistent with past practice in its 
district and is also approxi- 
mately the same as neighbor- 
ing districts. 

The district’s present enroll- 
ment of 876 was originally pro- 
jected at 855. Projections call 
for 1101 by the 1966-67 schooi 
year. 

The school board also points 
out that classrooms to meet the 
needs of the children are the 
same whether or not the dis- 
trict is unified, It is not ex- 
pected that unification of Por- 
tola Valley with the Woodside 
and Las Lomitas_ districts 
could take place for at least six 
years. 

The district does not quali- 
fy for a State Aid loan; conse- 
quently additional building 
must be financed by local 
bonds.

Bond Date Near 


School board chairman Dr. 
Milton Flocks issued the fol- 
lowing statement on the elec- 
tion: 

“The board of trustees is un- 
animous in urging the voters 
to approve the bond measure 
at the election of Feb. 5. Our 
three schools are full. Every 
classroom is being utilized this 
year. With the expected contin- 
ued growth of the district, all 
classrooms are essential in Sep- 
tember if class size and educa- 
tional standards are to be main- 
tained within the bounds of 
district policy. Although in or- 
der to pass, it is necessary that 
twice as many people vote for 
this measure as against it, I am 
confident that this election will 
be successful. I believe that 
the people of Portola Valley 
want good education for their 
own children and for their 
neighbors’ children and will 
therefore come out and vote in 
favor of these bonds.” 


Fire Damages 
Atherton 
Home Monday 


An estimated $5000 damage 
resulted Monday morning from 
a fire at the Richard Gordon 
home, 47 Walnut Avenue in 
Atherton. Firemen said tbed 
clothes apparently came into 
contact with an electric heater 
to start the blaze. 

Firemen were called to the 
residence at 8:13 a.m., shortly 
after Mrs. Gordon returned 
from taking her husband to 
work. She smelled smoke when 
she reentered the house. 

Three children were at home 
at the time the fire started, 
according to Menlo Park Fire 
District Chief George Carter. 

Their mother rushed them 
out of the house at the time 
she gave the alarm. 

Some 25 firemen and three 
pieces of apparatus fought the 
blaze, which was brought un- 
der control in a few minutes. 
However, the bedroom where 
the fire started was gutted, 
and heat and smoke damage 
was general throughout the 
house, Chief Carter said. 

Carter estimated damage to 
the building at $3500, and dam- 
age to the contents at $1500. 


Survey Towers 
To Go Up at 
Accelerator Site 


Two temporary 50-foot sur- 
vey towers will be erected on 
the sité of Stanford’s two-mile 
atom smasher, it was announc- 
ed this week by officials of the 
Stanford Linear Accelerator 
Center ( SLAC). 

Surveyors will use the two 
towers, about 13,000 feet apart, 
to establish a line-of-sight base 
line from which all parts of 
the two-mile-long machine can 
be precisely located. The ele- 
vated platforms will enable 
surveyors to see over the tops 
of low rolling hills along the 
linear accelerator’s path. 

SLAC officials emphasized 
that the towers will be remov- 
ed from the site as soon as the 
extensive survey program is 
completed in about two years.

Prof. David D. Perkins of 
Menlo Park, Stanford Univer- 
sity biologist, has been named 
editor of Genetics, the major 
American professional journal 
of its field and one of the 
world’s leading genetics peri- 
gdicals. 

Assisting him in editing of 
the monthly journal’s annual 
volume of approximately 150 
scientific articles and 1700 pag- 
es will be a six-man editorial 
board of well-known geneti- 
cists. 

They are James F. Crow of 
the University of Wisconsin, 
Jay L. Lush of Iowa State, 
Clarence P. Oliver of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, M. M. 
Rhoades of Indiana Universi- 
ty, and Gunther S. Stant and 
Curt Stern of UC-Berkeley. 
Established in 1916, Genetics 
has published many important 
scientific papers. Among these 
were C. B. Bridges’ proof of 
the chromosome theory of 
heredity (1916); Herman J. 
Muller’s measurements of mu- 
tation (1928); the work of 
George W. Beadle and Boris 
Ephrussi on the development 
of eye pigments in fruit flies 
(1937) which was a forerunner 
of biochemical genetics; Josh- 
ua Lederberg’s description of 
recombination and linkage in 
bacteria (1947); and Theodosi- 
us Dobzhansky’s studies (1939 
and later) on the genetics of 
natural populations. 

Several of these papers de- 
scribed work for which the au- 
thors later deceived the Nobel 
Prize. 

At Stanford since 1948, Prof. 
Perkins is a graduate of the 
University of Rochester and 
received his PhD from Colum- 
bia. He teaches genetics and 
the genetics of micro-organ- 
isms, and is a member of the 
Genetics Training Committee 
of the National Institutes of 
Health and the Committee on 
Genetic Stocks of the Genetics 
Society of America.

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They Prove MASS=Energy 


According to Einstein’s Theory, mass is convertible 
into energy. 


At Menlo-Atherton High School, MASS — the Menlo- 
Atherton Science Society — is energy, too. 

Early this year the advanced science students at Menlo- 
Atherton moved into their new $40,000 laboratory, which 


is described as one of the best high school laboratories in 
the country. 


It’s a work lab. Those who use it are independent, 
scientific researchers who want to find out specific things. 
“These people are mature workers,” explains science 
teacher Harry Wong. “They know what the experiments are 


supposed to prove or disprove, and they know how to go 
about getting the results.” 


The atmosphere of the laboratory bears this out. It’s 
more relaxed than that in most school laboratories and there 
aren't usually as many people crowded into it as in the 
average science instruction group. 

Those present appear to be working on independent

projects, too — the variety of equipment in use at a given 
time is much more varied than that found in a classroom 
instruction situation. 

Wong himself acts as a sort of overseer and advisor, 
rather than as an instructor. 

Each student has his or her own experiment; he or she 
asks advice, maybe, but proceeds independently to find 
given results. 

The lab, too, has been equipped with an excellent, 
variety of equipment, which makes it possible for the stu- 
dents — all the advanced science students at Menlo-Ather- 
ton —to conduct experiments of a complexity not usually 
possible in high school science rooms. 

Names of the various pieces of equipment available 
are themselves strange to the ear of the uninitiated but 
meaningful, certainly, to those involved in experiments. 

Strange, too, to the layman are the titles of most of 


the projects under study by the youngsters. Here are a few 
samples: 


“Double stops and functional notation as they 
apply to stringed instruments.” El, 
“Analysis of temperature profiles in a diverging .é a 
reactor.” 
“The effect of light on the discharge of spores by 


fungi.” 

“Relationship between quick-freezing, dehydration, 
and preservation of flowers.” 

“The effect of growth-retardant chemicals on sun- 
flowers and lima beans in soil of high salinity.” 

The students, also, pretty much set their own hours for 
doing experiments. Lunch time is one of the busier parts 
of the day in the science lab, for the students find this to be 
precious time not committed to other courses of study. 

A booklet distributed at the time the lab opened tells 
what it’s about:

“The Menlo-Atherton Scientific Society is not a science ' 
club, it is a research group comprised of high academic 
students dedicated to a career in science or science teaching. 

“Membership is open to any student registered at 
Menlo-Atherton; however, drawing upon recommendations 
of teachers and counselors and upon the students’ own 
recognition of the highly academic nature of the group, 
membership is usually composed of those very mature and | 
intellectually inclined science students.” 

Judging by the use it gets, the lab will prove its worth. 

This is because what Einstein said is true in a very 
human sense, as well as in the scientific sense in which he 
meant it.

Sequoia Board Members 
Up for Re-Election 


Two trustees of the Sequoia High School District — 
John A. Cost and Mrs. Helen Kerwin — have announced 
they'll run for re-election to the trusteeships at the consoli- 
dated school election to be held in April. 

For the present Sequoia board of trustees, the election 
comes at a critical time. The board within the next two 
months must come up with a decision concerning attend- 
ance area boundaries and whatever else can be said about 
it, the decision is guaranteed not to be universally popular. 
No compromise is. 

Trustees Cost and Kerwin have served the Sequoia 
District and the children thereof faithfully and effectively 
for many years. It would be foolish for any parent or 
group of parents to challenge their intelligence, knowledge 
of the problems of the district, or honest desire to secure 
the best possible education for high school students of the 
area. 

But an election is coming up. 

Whether or not trustees Cost and Kerwin are weary 
of “school boarding,” they’ve got to run or the second- 
guessers and backbiters will accuse them of vacating an 
unpopular position. 

Having made this observation, though, we'd like to add 
we're happy to see these two running for re-election. On 
the record, they’ve proven to be among the most effective 
school board members we've seen serving the youth of the 
community; they operate in a sensitive area as far as the 
public is concerned and though they’ve had to make diffi- 
cult decisions and often make compromises, they’ve done a 
better job, we feel, than an pair of average, undedicated 
board members, special pleaders or other types who could 
be occupying their chairs. 

They get precious little thanks for their trouble, though 
in the main critics of the present district board and its 
policies have to point to specific unpopular decisions, not 
the over-all job. This the Sequoia board has done expertly. 

There are those, of course, who will disagree with this 
evaluation. 

To these, we point out that there’s an election coming 
up. It’s a free country and anybody can run in it. But 
first, take a look and see if, by and large, you don’t agree 
that present incumbents on the Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict board are doing a good over-all job.

Rapid Transit Would Need 
East-West ‘Feeder’ Lines 


A streets and highways master plan has been formu- 
lated for the county and has received the endorsement of 
the Menlo Park planning commission and city council. It'll 
come before the voters as a finance proposition in April, 
and welll see if it gets the endorsement of the public as 
well. 

It’s a good plan, we feel, and one worthy of backing. 

Not only is this so because the increasing number of 
cars on streets will continue to glut trafficways through- 
out the foreseeable future, but also because it appears to 
keep the need for more east-west arteries in the perspec- 
tice. Improvements of these are included in the streets and 
highways plan. 

We should point out—as we have before—that this 
plan doesn’t answer all problems forever. The answer to 
traffic problems, ultimately, will have to take the form of 
a rapid transit system. 

We hear, of course, of the need to move people north 
and south on the Peninsula and the State Division of High- 
ways has concerned itself mainly with this north-south 
traffic. 

In time to come, they may build a bayside freeway 
to supplement existing Bayshore and in-process Junipero 
Serra. They have a plan for the Willow-Sand Hill Road 
freeway but in this area, that’s their major proposal for 
east west traffic. 

Objectionable as this freeway might be when and if it 
displaces hundreds of homes and partially splits Menlo Park, 
the fact that it’s planned shows that highway department 
thinking is at least a step ahead of rapid transit thinking 
in this area. 

Meanwhile, the thinking shown in the streets and high- 
ways master plan appears to be a little farther advanced 
than either of the others; it calls for improvement of city 
streets in the maximum number of possible cases. 

It’s about time—considering that the street and high- 
way planners have got around to it—that proponents of 
rapid transit start thinking in terms of the “feeder” con- 
nections, 
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Actions of a Bow 
Don’t Tell the Story 


Recent burglaries and vandalism by Ladera and Por- 
tola Valley boys certainly don’t lead us to believe that those 
areas are on the verge of mass juvenile delinquency. 

Like their parents, the majority of youngsters out there 
are law-abiding citizens. 

However, the nature of some of the offenses — such as 
setting fires in a house and the alleged stealing of Christ- 
mas presents — makes us pause to consider serious questions. 

Have self-indulgence and materialism become so in- 
grained in our society that all of us, in more less degree, 
suffer from creeping moral decay? And aren't these boys’ 
offenses in large measure the by-products of such an atmos- 
phere? 

Someone recently suggested that the Kennedy Admin- 
istration revive the Civilian Conservation Camps of the 
New Deal era to instill more respect for property and 
creative work. It seems to us that the CCC would do much 


to bolster sagging values among adolescents and adults 
alike. 


Municipal Report: 
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Street Beauty Is Topic 


Though given secondary con- 
sideration by many public ag- 
encies through the years, the 
item of street and highway 
beautification appears to be be- 
coming a little more significant 
in the minds of local, county 
and state arbiters of such 
things. 

On the local level, the town 
of Atherton long has maintain- 
ed a justifiable pride in ap- 
pearances of streets and where 
nothing can be done about it, 
such as along El Camino Real, 
fences are built. 

In Menlo Park, a street tree- 
planting program was institut- 
ed in the 1950’s and has been 
pursued since, with residents 
and the city cooperating to 
plant trees along residential 
streets where the original ones 
were removed in the course of 
subdividing. 

The division of highways, 
after a period of apparent in- 
difference, in recent years 
also has come up with sub 
stantial amounts of money 
for the beautification of free- 
ways throughout the state, 
including this area. 


Freeways in urban areas 
don’t appear to get the same 
consideration as to beautifica- 
tion — possibly because of the 
high cost of buying a little land 
along the margins of the traf- 
ficways in order to support 
planting. 

In some cases also, one is in- 
clined to wonder if maybe the 
Division of Highways people 
in Sacramento didn’t go as far 
out of their way as possible to 
create as ugly a situation as 
possible. 

A good example of the latter 
is the center-line dividing bar- 
rier in the James Lick Freeway 
in San Francisco. 

Substantial enough to keep 
almost the heaviest vehicle 


from crossing the center line, 


it certainly it nothing of beau- 
ty. It’s justified on the basis 


of safety. and the lack of space 
but it’s quite evident that aes- 
thetics weren’t considered in 
its construction. 


Moving down the Peninsu- 
la, we note that in the north 
county, the center line divid- 
ing barrier is more attrac- 
tive, consisting of a steel 
mesh fence reinforced by a 
heavy cable. 

There’s space on either side 
of it, however, to allow a little 
“springing” without having the 
fence bulge into lanes of on- 
coming traffic, should an acci- 
dent occur on one side or the 
other. 

But still, an unadorned steel 
mesh fence isn’t really a thing 
people would pay money to go 
and see. 

Meantime, state division of 
highways people have a couple 
of good examples to point to in 
this area, and show what con 
be done. 

The landscaped center strip 
of El Camino Real through 
Atherton, for instance, is view- 
ed as one of the better devel- 
opments in highway beautifica- 
tion. 

It probably takes no more 
space than the center strip of 
the Bayshore Freeway in the 
north county and it’s probably 
more easily penetrable than 
the steel mesh fence and cable 
used in that area, but it prob- 
ably would stop a car or a mo- 
derate-sized truck. 

Maintenance costs are un- 
doubtedly higher, however, 
than in the case of the Bay- 
shore. 

And if one were to multiply 
the maintenance cost of the 
few blocks of El Camino in 
Atherton by the number of 
times this length would fit into 
that of the freeway, one prob- 
ably comes up with a substan- 
tial continuing expense. 

Then, there’s the basic item 
of street and highway design. 

In Atherton and Menlo Park, 
the city’s policymakers seem

to have gotten across with the 
idea that streets don’t have to 
be sraight always; a little 
curve here and there can make 
a subdivision a lot more attrac- 
tive. 

This must have happened 
some time ago and it must 
have taken time, but one can 
almost date the age of a sub- 
division in either town by the 
street design. 

It’s a little harder in the 
case of the freeway and high- 
ways. 


Freeway and traffic inter- 
change construction practic- 
es appear to have changed 
somewhat, usually for the 
better. Curving ramps in ma- 
ny cases are supported by a 
single center pillar, rather 
than by a rank of smaller 
ones, for example. 


Against this there’s the 
need for more safety devices. 
Recently, a publication of the 
division of highways informed 
that pedestrian overpasses now 
have to be enclosed in a wire 
mesh cage to keep people from 
dropping large objects onto 
cars below. 

New _ building materials, 
meanwhile, are making it a lit- 
tle easier for highway engi- 
neers to construct lighter and 
pohhibly more attractive struc- 
tures. 

For instance, the San Mateo 
Bay Bridge is currently being 
widened and original plans 
called for a steel span over the 
main channel of the bay. It was 
to be of traditional design. But 
that plan has been changed, 
and depending on your view of 
such things, the result should 
be more attractive. 

Maybe new construction ma- 
terials will provide the “out” 
that has been sought and allow 
the highway builders to come 
up with something that will ef- 
ficiently move traffic. but 
which won’t be a blight on the 
area in which it is situated. 


County Lists Finished Work

Recently published and dis- 
tributed throughout the coun- 
ty was an Achievement Report 
for 1962, detailing some of the 
activities and  accomplish- 
ments of county government 
during the past year. 

Though the report also con- 
tains arguments and projec- 
tions which indicate that the 
role of county government is 
going to continue to grow, and 
that expensive building and 
highway construction projects 
are far fhom being things of 
the past, it also can point to it- 
ems of accomplishment which 
during the past year have re- 
sulted in greater efficiency and 
lower expenses to the taxpay- 
ers. 
County political leaders and 
staff members continue to 
strive for greater efficiency, 
according to their own report, 


_as do the operators of any pri- 


vate business concern. 


Under the title of ‘“Profici- 
ency in Government,” the re- 
port summarizes some of the 
accomplishments of the year 
just past: 

FIRST IN RETURNS 

“The mechanical ballot first 
came to San Mateo County dur- 
ing 1961 when 350 voting ma- 
chines were used in a school 
election. Overnight, the old 
old fashioned all-night vote 
counting sessions in the office 
of the County Clerk were elim- 
inated. 

“By the time the November 
Congressional election rolled 
around, 1048 machines were in 
use by a record number of vot- 
ers in 504 reorganized pre- 
cincts, their smooth operation 
representing a considerable 
saving in costs and man-hours 
to the County. 

“The use of machines, plus 
modern tabulating equipment 
combined to make San Mateo 
County the first in the State 
to be able to report complete 
precinct returns, a feat which 
attracted nationwide attention 
on television. 

“Of greater importance than 
the rapidity of reporting re- 


sults was the elimination of 
human error arising from long 
hours of tallying paper ballots. 


ACCURACY IN VALUATION 

The Assessor’s office devot- 
ed considerable time in 1962 
to planning an increase in op- 
erating efficiency, as well as 
better service to the public and 
public agencies.

Superintendent Explains 


To the Editor: 

It is essential that our community have accurate in- 
formation on school problems, and it is especially necessary 
when forum or other articles carry information that should 
be corrected. 

A recent letter published in some of the forum columns 
indicated that “The board of trustees has decided that equal 
ethnic balance between the two schools is essential in order 
to insure equal educational opportunities for our children.” 

The board at no time has ever made such a decision. 
The only policy statement it has made in this respect is 
contained in the following list of eight factors which will 
be considered by the board in setting attendance boundary 
lines. 

These factors were officially approved by the Board at 
the January 17 meeting: 

1. The degree of overcrowding which needed to be 
relieved: (2) the full utilization of existing capacities in 
present school facilities; (3) the distance students must 
travel to attend school; (4) the cost of bus transportation; 
(5) the existence of major traffic arteries as hazards or 
obstructions to students’ walking to school or being bused; 
(6) socio-economic and ethnic composition of the student 
bodies involved; (7) keeping intact, wherever possible, stu- 
dent bodies of feeder elecentary schools; and (8) mini- 
mizing the impact of any changes in attendance boundaries 
on pupils and parents. 

It is clear from the above that the board has made no 
decision on ethnic balance among student bodies. It should 
be pointed out also that the amount of weight given to any 
one of those eight factors will vary with the composite of 
circumstances faced with making a decision. 

It has come to my attention that there is some mis- 
understanding among the public about the responsibility 
given to the “new composite committee.” 

It should be made clear that only the Board has the 
legal and moral responsibility to make a decision, and that 
under no circumstances can or should the board delegate 
this responsibility to any group. The board will make the 
decision and will make it in terms of what is best for the 
education of our students and all residents of the district. 

The board, as a policy has always been willing to listen 
to suggestions from the public. It cannot, has not, nor will 
it be influenced by pressure groups. 

The decision to postpone the final determination until 
March was made with the understanding that this delay 
would prohibit the administration from following normal 
established procedures in the programming of students. 

The administration explained to the board the prob- 
lems that would be faced by a postponement and indicated 
also that by greater effort, extra work, revisions in time 
schedules, etc., that the usual good job of programming of 
students could be accomplished.

As applied to our people, in these times, it has some very 
pointed and not frequently encountered messages, all pre- 
sented in a most scholarly, dispassionate and non-political 
sort of way. 

I suspect each reader may interpret it as supporting 
presently held positions, whatever such positions chance to 
be, but it deals also with a method of school organization 
tried and proven elsewhere that may be the revolutionary 
answer needed for solving problems that are troubling 
people here. 

From this book I gain TWO impressions: 

1. Support for a long held personal impression that the 
total members of our community, especially the more for- 
tunate members, must and can now make an intelligent 
and dedicated effort to aid the less fortunate further their 
educational needs. 

2. Replace presently held concepts for reapportioning 
school boundaries and substitute for them plans for schools 
graduated academically to educate children of our commu- 
nity according to their individual mental abilities, without 
regard to place of residence, race or creed. 

If you would like to explore this book, to see what ideas 
it brings to your mind that might be helpful to your readers, 
I will be most happly to supply a copy.

In the Garden: 


An Early Start 


One thing you can count on 
is this: The earlier you plant 
your glads the earlier they are 
going to start giving you their 
wonderful blooms. 

By planting bulbs in Febru- 
ary and making additional 
plantings at three-week inter- 
vals right up until July, you 
can enjoy gladiolus in the gar- 
den and as cut flowers in your 
home from late spring until 
late fall, give or take a few 
days, depending on the weath- 
er. 


As with all bulbs they are of 
the easiest culture, requiring 
only that you plant them in 
the ground and watch them 
grow. There are certain things 
you can do, however, which in- 
sure a better performance — 
one which will give you the 
same quality of bloom that 
makes this the favorite of all 
flowers in the florist trade. 

First, you can help to dis- 
courage any possible infesta- 
tion of thrips — those minute 
bugs which love gladiolus al- 
most as much as gardeners do. 
Dust the bulbs with an insecti- 
cide powder, as per instruc- 
tions on the label, before plant- 
ing. Then as the tops sprout 
and start to grow, hit them on 
occasion with either a liquid 
spray or dust. 

Secondly, in planting, be sure 
that you get the bulbs in the 
ground on an even keel, for 
gladiolus have an annoying ha- 
bit of growing on in whichever 
way they are pointed. Plant 
‘them on a 45 degree angle and 
they will grow and bloom at 
that angle. 

Thirdly, you can give them 
the right soil environment by 
working some compost into the 
planting area. If the soil is rea- 
‘sonably rich already, this is un- 
necessary. Simply skip on to 
ithe next step, which is to work 
some fertilizer — bonemeal is 
excellent — into the soil under 
the bulbs before you plant 
them. Be sure to avoid contact 
of the bulb with the fertilizer. 

For the actual planting set 
the bulbs three or four inches 
deep, depending on their size 
— the larger the deeper. Space 
them about six inches apart in 
rows. For more massed effect, 
plant them in two rows about 
four inches apart with the 
bulbs staggered so that those 
in the front row don’t line up 
directly in front of those in the 
back row. 

The gladiolus is a formal 
flower and this method of 
planting gives the most formal 
effect and the easiest access 
for cutting. If you want to try 
something different, plant the

You will find 
that despite their inherent for- 
mality, glads thus handled will 
make a good contribution to 
the informal garden border. 
Water them well after plant- 
ing and regularly during the 
growing season. Water is espe- 
cially important in the period 
just before bloom to insure 
proper quality of the bloom
